Every community 
has its evil influences, nevei sleep- 
ing always at, work. The creators 
of these evil inlluonce, Strange to 
say as a rule take more interest in 
the deal neighbor 01 neighbors than 

do ihe church people, yea, in many 
eases than do their own families. 
These doers of evil, di recced by the 

evil one, exert themselves often to 
entertain and interest the unsus- 
pecting deaf, innocent and fresh 
from the healthy, Christian atmos- 
phere of their school life, and as 
docs a snake before capturing and 

devouring its prey, slowly but sure- 
ly, they charm them into total In- 
difference as to all danger. 

My long connection with the deaf 

as a teacher and one who has for 

given most, of his spare time 

ministering to the unfortunate class 

■ minced me that no class of 
people on earth need a spiritual 
friend and adviser more than do 
the deaf after leaving school and 
who arc scattered all over the coun- 
try. Such a messenger, as a mis- 
sionary, sent, among them could 
talk to them in tluir own language; 
advise them when troubles and dif- 
ficulties confront them; warn them 
as to impending dangers, smooth 
their pathway; counsel and comfort 
them in the dark hours ol grief; 
settle (licit differences; in short, be 
their loving Friend, their guide and 
stalT in Christ's name. 

Otherwise what can we expect? 
Without such help our foundation 
woik in the schools will in many 
cases be in vain, for souls will ac- 
tually starve and die for want of the 
proper food to feed upon, and it 
uel and heartless to 
leave them alone in their blissful 
ignorance in the first place, rather 
than lake them, kindle in their 
hearts ami souls a yearning a hun- 
ger and a thirst foi the good things 
of Cod, that satisfy, bless and save 
and then leave them alone in theii 
3 ; helpless, to pine and die, 
staived to death for the want of 
proper spiritual guidance. Breth- 
ren, let us aiise to our duty in this 

regard. 

Send missionaries to tin- heathen 
lands if you can, but first let us re 
member their needs and send out 
lo the deaf of this beautiful South- 
land the land of the Baptists 
to all the Union, a friend, a mis- 
sionary, one soiled to this 
work and one who will for Christ's 
sake work to save and elevate these 
unfortunate people and children 
od.
